Decrease Here in 


Children’s Diseases 


An appeal for parents to have all 
children immunized against diph- 
theria as rapidly as possible was 
sounded today by Dr. Vlado A. Get- 
ting, state commissioner of public 
health, as he revealed that diph- 
theria cases had mounted to 28 last 
month—thereby doubling the seven- 
year median of 14 cases. 

His monthly report of communi- 
cable diseases indicated that in- 
fantile paralysis showed a marked 
drop during November, with 35 
cases reported, as compared to 99 
cases during the previous month. 

Scarlet fever cases showed a 
sharp upward increase with 777 
cases occurring, as compared to the 
seven-year median of 594 cases. 
Mumps was extremely prevalent, 
with 916 cases occurring during the 
month, to top the seven-year medi- 
an of 389 cases. Measles, on the 
other hand, showed a marked drop, 
with only 355 cases reported, in 
comparison to the seven-year level 
of 816. 

Lobar pneumonia fortunately fell 
below the expected rate, with only 
162 cases, as compared to the medi- 
an figure of 234 cases, 

A total of 50 cases of malaria 
was reported in servicemen return- 
ing from overseas or in servicemen 
suffering from recurrent attacks of 
this disease.

Gerard Twomey 
Killed in Action 


Jeremiah Twomey served his 
country in World War I and has 
been serving the interests of his 
fellow-veterans ever since. Thurs- 
day afternoon he and Mrs. Twomey 
learned that they still had to give 
more for their country—a telegram 
from Washington told them that 
their son, Pfc. Gerard N. Twomey, 
one of the finest of Andover’s fine 
boys, had given his life on the bat- 
tlefields of France. 

The young man, a Phillips Acad- 
emy graduate, was killed in action 
on November 28. He had been over- 
seas but a short time, serving with 
the Seventh Army in the 86th Black- 
hawk division. He was inducted at 
Fort Benning, Ga., October 22, 1943, 
while a student at Amherst, At 
Camp Livingston, La., he received 
the Expert Infantryman’s badge, 
one of the highest honors given to 
members of the Army Ground 
Forces.

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CHRISTMAS DAY, 1943 
My dearest: 

Christmas Day today. An off 
day—on day as far as work is 
concerned. I had one formation 
for my men alone. Full uniform 
—polished boots, etc. At the 
military part of this formation 
we, the medical officers, present- 
ed three of the soldiers with pro- 
motions, At a more personal part 
of the formation just afterwards, 
I had the men and officers gath- 
er around in a half circle for my 
own message to them. It was 
short (5 minutes). 

I called attention to the fact 

that this was Christmas Day, 
birthday of the Christ child, 
whose way of life offers us the 
only hope of peace on earth and 
good will toward men. I asked 
them individually to remember 
other Christmases at home, when 
their mothers or wives stood 
over hot stoves, opening oven 
doors and working miracles with 
turkey and trimmings, shooing 
them out when they stole bits 
of the feast ahead of time. I 
asked them to remember these 
occasions when they sat down to 
their. Christmas dinner today, to 
reflect that it was to get back 
to the old type of Christmas that 
we were fighting, that with God’s 
help we will do our job and be 
back at our own firesides next 
Christmas. I also announced that 
their officers had chipped togeth- 
er and bought them fabric para- 
chute wings which would be de- 
livered shortly. I knew that the 
regiment as a whole had not such 
official recognition of the real 
meaning of Christmas, There 
was, however, a big effort made 
to fill the soldier’s bellies with 
as near to a home cooked Christ- 
mas meal as it is humanely pos- 
sible to procure. The effort was 
quite successful — for once the 
cooks really put out!! 

Doesn’t it strike you as illogi- 
cal to go to such trouble to fill 
men’s bellies when it is their 
souls which hunger at a season 
like this? They are left to forage 
for that with which to satisfy 
their true hunger—and so few of 
them are satisfied—can ever be 
satisfied with bread alone. The 
flesh is truly nourished, but it 
is said that the flesh is weak,— 
hadn’t we better nourish the 
spirit?

—The 399th Infantry Regiment of 
the 100th (Century) Division set 
some kind of record for the speed 
with which it said goodbye to the 
Bast River and hello to the Rhine. 


Some of the men in the regiment 
marched down Fifth Avenue in New 
York City to help inaugurate the 
5th War Bond Drive, and they were 
in action on the U. S. 7th Army 
front in Bastern France when they 
read about the results of the same 
drive. 

Arriving in France on October 20, 
the men spent several days as- 
sembling their equipment and re- 
gaining their land legs. 

Then came the order to move up, 
and for three days and nights the 
regiment rolled toward the front. 
The men dismounted from their 
vehicles one night—and the next 
morning they were in ‘the lines.

They cant see why, when there’s 
a life at stake, there should be any 
question at all as to whose job it 
is to save that life. They can’t help 


but feel that it’s the job of both '! 


departments. They can’t understand 
—if a drowning or near-drowing is 
a job that the fire department can 
glibly turn over to the police depart- 
ment—why the inhalator is kept in 
the fire station, and why the police 
department doesn’t have a ladder 
truck if the fire department ladder 
is to remain idle in the fire station 
while a boy is losing his life. They

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rope across ice. They can’t see why 
a police cruiser should come to the 
fire station, miles and miles away 
from the tragedy to pick up an in- 
halator while a comparatively short 
distance away from the scene a 
fire engine with the much-needed 
ladders remains immobilized by a 
statement which said: ‘“‘The police 
department is taking care of it!” 
They can’t see why two police of- 
ficers and two firemen should have 
taken time to wonder who should 
operate the inhalator, for they can’t 
see why every member of both de- 
partments shouldn’t be able to op- 
erate it. They can’t see why there 
should have been any delay in the 
giving of an order for the one fire- 
man who was sure of himself in 
running the inhalator to go along 
with the cruiser. 

There will be other things that 
the people of Andover may now be 
better able to understand. It’s too 
bad that it took a life to do it. Next 
March let’s appropriate enough 
money to bring the permanent fire 
department up to the strength that 
it should have; and let’s have a 
boat handily available for drowning 
accidents. 

That’s the job the townspeople 
will have to do. They CAN see to it 
that the departments have the prop- 
er quantity of men; they CAN’T 
do much about the quality of men, 
any more than they have done al- 
ready by the adoption of civil serv- 
ice examinations. That’s the job 
the town officials will have to do. 
Unfortunately town workers in 
many instances gradually get a 
magnified idea of their own import- 
ance and adopt an attitude in which 
the public rather than the worker 
becomes the servant. A weeding 
out every once in a while is a good 
thing; let’s never wait again until 
a tragedy makes such action im- 
perative. 

There’s going to be a hearing Sat- 
urday. The true facts should emerge 
then. The people of Andover hope 
fervently that those in charge will 
then take whatever action they may 
deem necessary, drastic though it 
may be—for there is a father down 
in Ballardvale who isn’t angry but 
who hopes that his son’s life wasn’t 
lost in vain.
